The department proposes to amend this prohibitiantstdoiss not
apply to “the carrying of concealed handguns within state forests by holdexsald concealed
handgun permit” issued pursuant to the Code of Virginia.

This change will allow concealed carry permit holders to have the protectioneaon
in state forests which will likely provide a benefit for them as well as #mer anarmed citizens
that might receive ancillary protection from crime or animal attdicis. very unlikely that any
individual would suffer costs from increased crimes on account of this change bewacsaed
